strictly honest in their dealing, and a 
real, pure, 36-inch-to-the-yard Dutch- 
man is not often seen in our po/lice 
courts, and when he is it is against 
somebody else's misdoings. When the 
marriage of their dear little queen 
was announced the Americo-Dutcb 
contingent let loose and provided a 
bountiful feast not only for Dutch- 
men, but for all who chose to come 
and drink long life and good health to 
Her Majesty in a'sidel schnapps, the 
finest that was ever stilled at Amster- 
dam, Rotterdam, Schiedam or any 
other place in Her Majesty's domin- 
ions, from the North Sea's source to 
the mouth of the Zuyder Zee.

highways winter and summer, were 
alive 
with merry celebrants, who 


never, thought of seeking the protec- 
tion'and shelter of, the paternal roof 
till the sight of the morning star in 
the east gave them warning that, it 
was time to think of'getting home. 


When Holland is holding high jinks 


with the latest, two-step and the 
Dutch roll, England and all the loyal 
colonies have gone into deep mourn- 
ing which will probably last till the 
end of Lent, and the Easter season 
wi!J in all probability be the liveliest 
holiday time that New York has had 
for a generation.

semi-annual payment . to the state 
university of some $2,200.

Do the general taxpayers of 
Coshocton county have to pay over 
four thousand dollars a year for that 
institution? If that, is so it striken 
me that it is a tremendous price, to 
pay for the tuition of four or five 
choice young men. If this is what is 
paid for I am not certain as to wheth 
er some of these young men do not 
haye to pay tuition besides. 
How is 


this?" 


The right amount paid by the treas 


nrer and so stated in our report, was 
$1228.07 making the yearly tax of this 
county $2,500 approximately. Other 
counties pay in proportion,theamoun 
being quite large in Hamilton and 
Cuyahcga counties. As we understand 
it no tuition is paid by pupils from 
Ohio in the regular courses ofc the 
university. 
The university is open 


to any Ohio pupil who can pass the 
preliminary examinations.

PAN AMERiCAN EXHIBITION. 


Rates Established For This Territory at Chi- 


cago This Week. 


Bates for the Pan American exposi- 


tion this year have been fixed by the 
central passenger association. 
The 


association met in Chicago Thursday 
and dopted the same rates as those 
given a by the eastern association. 


The rates are one and one-third fare 


from Chicago and all points in this 
territory.for round trip tickets with 15 
days limit; one fare plus fl round 
trip with live days'limit; one cent a 
mile on day coach excursions with 
three-day limit.

Seward, abandoned the legal profes- 
sion on his am val in California and 
became the proprietor of a miners' 
mountain grocery. After he went in- 
to the oil business with his brothers 
he was elevated to governor of Cali- 
fornia, gave his colossal fortune to 
education and charity and died one of 
the noblest examples of American 
manhood that this land ever produc- 
ed. Mr. Huntington, who died with- 
out a moment's warning a few weeks 
ago, left a fortune ot over $50,000,000 
at toe age of 30 was not worth $5,000. 
He was the proprietor of a small 
hardware store, And many a time dur- 
ing our acquaintance -years ago he has 
weighed me out a pound pf nails and 
seemed quite grateful for my custom.
